LONDON, Nov. 23.—A police and 
military dragnet of unprecedented pro­ 
portions was thrown over Ireland to­ 
day to round up the gunmen who shot 
down 14 army officers and British of­ 
ficials an this city Sunday morning. 
Dublin is barred and barricaded with 
the streets under military patrol. 
Scores of raids and arrests have been 
made in 16 of the largest cities 
throughout Ireland. 
Forty persons have been shot to 
death in Ireland since last Saturday 
and more than 100 wounded. 
Three 
prominent Sinn Feinera were shot to 
death in Bridewell prison. 
The offi­ 
cial version of their death was that 
friends had smuggled bombs into 
their cells. 
The prisoners threw the 
bombs at the guards, but they failed 
to explode. 
A battle was fought between black 
ami tans and civilians in County Cork 
during which the police U3ed machine 
guns. 
Clashes between Sinn Fein volun­ 
teers and the police 
were 
reported 
from many* parts of the country. The 
leafier of the Sinn Feiners at SUUen- 
naule was killed. Near Dromeland a 
lorry crashed into a poet and three 
constables were killed. 
The fighting, incendiarism, raids 
and arresta were reported from all 
parts of Ireland. 
Fires broke out at 
Londonberry and a number of flour 
mills were burned. 
Scotland Yard secret service agenta 
are searching for the principals in the 
plot against the life of Premier Lloyd 
George, in connection with Irish vio­ 
lence, and their arrest is expected 
within a few days, it was announced 
at the Irish office this afternoon. The 
identity of the principals is known to 
the British officials, said an official of 
the office. 
Parliament building was under a 
heavy guard of police and detectives 
when the house of commons convened 
this 
afternoon.

sought entrance to the spectators’ gal­ 
lery were closely scrutinized and some 
were stopped and searched. Scotland 
Yards has made full preparations to 
deal with an outbreak of assassination 
in Britain.

Alabama banks‘Were asked ’to invest$45O,O0O 
in the export corporation known as the Federal 
nteriiational Bunkiny Company, organized to sell 
Southern agricultural products abroad on, easy 
credit terina. Instead, Alabama bankers, within a 
short while after meeting in Montgomery, invest­ 
ed $520,000, thus going ovgrJ&éir quota. That 
is fine. It is like Alabama to exceed quotas sl­ 
otted it. It got into that habit in the time of the 
war drives. 
This is not merely an altruistic venture. 
It 
is pure business. The corporation expects to make 
i profit for itself, if it succeeds. It should mak¿ 
profit if it succeeds.

them the cotton, If we can rid ourselves of the 
1,000,000 bales df low-grades, the market’s gen­ 
eral tone should revive. 
There is now no reasonable doubt about the 
outcome of the project. The corpnration will be 
in the field ready to do business by January 1, the 
time limit. The cotton States’ bankers are taking 
up the stock rapidly—more rapidly in fact than 
many of us may have supposed it wrou)d in the 
beginning.
